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Thirty-seven species have appeared more than 50 times on stamps, with all being Lepidoptera except for a honeybee, 
stag beetle, ladybird, and mosquito. Species listed also include subspecies. Of the 37 species, 78 percent were 
described by Linnaeus, indicating stamp designers and postal authorities favor common, well-known species. 
Meanwhile, entomo-philatelists groan “Not those again.”
